1* The purpose of Project AEQUOR (FI) is to provide a framework within • 
which clandestine operations may be carried out within the BYELORUSSIAN BSR 
for the procurement of operational, positive and strategic intelligence# The 
operational aspects are to be conducted by the utilization of the Byelorussian 
emigre group, the BYELORUSSIAN NATIONAL RADA (BNR) . This organization is the 
most influential within the emigration and is generally accepted as the 
Byelorussian government -in- exile.

To date, this operation has been instrumental in producing some positive 
intelligence from the Byelorussian BSR. Because CIA is in direct communication 
with. agents in that area, the Agency is in a position to gather j further positive, 
operational and strategic intelligence.

penetrate into the denied area known a? the Byelorussian 33E. Hence, any 
clandestine activity under this project is in furtherance of the Country Plan.
